S.G.W. UNIVERSITY COUNCIL RECOMMENDS STUDENT PARTICIPATION IN ACADEMIC GOVERNMENT; 
BOARD OF GOVERNORS' DECISION OCT. 31. 


Douglass Burns Clarke, Vice-Principal (Academic) of Sir George Williams University, 
announced at a press conference today that as a result of action taken by the 
University Council yesterday, students may, in the near future, participate in 

the academic government of the University. 


The University Council approved a report, submitted to them on May 26, 1967 and 
amended on September 28, 1967, from a Committee on the Role of Students in 
Academic Government which was established by the University Council on April 22, 
1966, and is recommending to the Board of Governors of the University that the 
recommendations of this Committee be implemented with due dispatch with the 
intent of seating students on the University and Faculty Councils at the 
January meetings of the present academic year, 1967-68, and that this matter be 
reviewed after a two-year period. 


The University Council is the body responsible for all academic regulations and 
academic programs of the University. If its recommendation is approved by the 
Board of Governors, four students - one representing each faculty - will join 
the University Council to voice student opinion and concerns, and with full 
voting rights. 


The Council of each faculty ~ Arts, Science, Commerce and Engineering - will 
each have two student representatives as voting members. In addition, a 
"liaison appointment" of one student will be made, where feasible, to each 
subject-matter department, chosen from among the honours or majoring students in 
that discipline. 


Students will be appointed by the student body, if this recommendation is approved, 
and will serve for one year. The students chosen must have an acceptable academic 
record. 


The decision to make this recommendation has been made after a long and thorough 
study of the matter by the Committee on the Role of Students in Academic Government, 
the University Council, the Faculty Councils and the faculty and administration of 
the University. Students participated themselves in the work of the Committee on 
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the Role of Students in Academic Government. The University Council has 
studied the matter since last spring and yesterday, having given full chance 
for discussion by members of faculty and the student body, reached its 
decision to forward this recommendation to the Board of Governors. 


{t is expected that the Executive Committee of the Board of Governors will 
receive this recommendation and give it consideration on October 31, 1967.
